WASHINGTON, April 15.—Ameri- 
can farmers actually ran behind, in 
the year 1924, at leaat $5,144,000,000, 
despite all the hue and cry about their 
restored prosperity, says Benjamin C. 
Marsh, managing director of the 
Farmers National Council, analyzing 
reports from the federal department 
of agriculture. 

Marsh shows that the combined 
value of crops and live stock was 
$12,404,000,000 in 1924, while the ap- 
proximate cost of producing them, ex- 
clusive of labor of farmers and their 
families, was $8,248,000,000. This left 
an average of $671.93 per farm family. 
Federal taxes, payments on interest 
and principal of $13,000,000,000 of 
mortgages and short term debt, pay- 
ment of insurance, purchase of clothes 
and food not produced on the farm, 
upkeep of farms and buildings, sup- 
port of churches, etc., and savings for 
old age had to be covered by this 
pitiful sum. Figuring the minimum 
average return for the labor of éach 
farm family at $1,500 for the year, 
the total due for this farm ltabor was 
$9,300,000,000. Taking from it the 


$4,156,000,000 actually received, we 
have an unpaid difference of $5,144,- 
000,000.

Caillaux After Job. 

Reports that Painleve had tele 
graphed Joseph Caillaux to come to 
Paris and would offer-him the minis- 
try of finance were confirmed when 
it was learned that Caillaux left Ma- 
mers at moon. fteday for Paris. He 
announced he would accept as minis- 
ter of finance if offered the job. 

Predictions are made that any cabi- 
net formed by Painleve, who is a 
member of the radical socialist party. 

Painleve had 
previously declined the thrice repeat- 
ed offer of President Doumerge to 
form a cabinet, as he knew a stormy 
time awaited’ him.

The socialists, who have been the- 
bulwark of the bourgeois rule of 
France by the French bankers and 
industrialists and whg have allowed 
foreign capitalists to gain greater con- 
trol over French finances, belong to 
the majority block of the chamber of 
deputies. The socialists hold 104 
seats, the republican socialists 46, and 
the radical socialists, who are really 
the conservative socialists, 149 seats. 
All are upholders of bourgeois rule. 

Painleve did not accept the premier.

GOOD BUSINESS 


General John J. Pershing, tool of 
big business in its efforts to militarize 
(Special to The Daily Worker.) 
TACOMA, Wash, April 15.—When 


the workers in the lumber industry 
unite, that is a trime, called criminal 
syndicalism. When they slow down 
on production, that is a crime, called 
eabotage. 

When the owners of the lumber in- 
dustry unite it shows what good busi- 
nes men they are. When they slow 
down on production it is because of 
an economic necessity. 

One law for the workers, another 
for the exploiters. 

Over a year ago the government 
talked about proceding against the 
Douglas Fir Lumber and Exploitation 
association as a combination in re- 
straint of trade. But nothing was 


done, 
a 


Sabotaging. Production. 

When prices gre not high enough, 
the lumber magnates agree to close 
down for a time in order to force 
prices up. They are now running 
most mills on a four-day-week basis 
for this reason. 

Now a plan is under way, coming 
apparently from the Coos Bay district, 
to consolidate some 75@lumber com- 
panies under one ownership. This is 
prébably the forerunner of a series 
of consolidations which will place the 
entire lumber industry of the north- 
west under one corporate ownership. 

Hoover Picks Some Characters. 

Herbert Hoover has just placed a 
number of Pacific coast lumbermen on 
a lumber export committee which is 
to act as an advisory board to aid 
the department of commerce in pro- 
moting the sale of lumber abroad. 
Among them are Hammond of San 
Francisco, a name well known to the 
San Pedro I. W. W., and Osgood of 
Tacoma, who celebrated the new year 
by discharging every man who dared 
to take a holiday that day, and in 
whose plant many men have been 
seriously injured lately because of 
lack of proper safeguards about ma- 
chines and sawdust burners. 

Major Griggs of the St. Paul and 
Tacoma Lumber company, head of the 
Douglas Fir Exploitation body, has 
just bought a new home for $75,000. 
Most of his employees get $3.40 a day 
for a four-day week. It would take 
one of these employees at this rate 
over 106 years to earn this much 
money. 

Wobbly Union Feeble. 

‘At present the workers in the lum- 
ber industry are almost unorganized. 
The A. F. of L. organization is dead. 
The I. W. W. is feeble and has lost 
the little it once won The L. L. L. L. 
is a seab union, controlled by the 
bosses, always willing to accept a 
wage cut 

There has been some attempt at 
Everett to organize lumber mill work- 
ers under the A. F. of L. and so far 
Bill Short’s State Federation of Labor 
has not had time to smash it, being 
too busy aiding Seattle fakers to expel 
Communists. 


American Fleet to 
Begin Terrorizing 
In Pacific Today

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 15— 
The most powerful war fleet ever as- 
sembled, including 145 ships manned 
by 45,000 men, left San Francisco to- 
day to practice war maneuvers in the 
Pacific. 

While sixteen admirals loll leisurely 
on the deck of the steamship Seattle 
which left yesterday, the fleet will 
show the other world powers the dom- 
inance held by the American navy 
over Pacific waters.

His Appointee Decides 
Billion Dollar Deal 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—~The 
greatest railroad merger in modern 
transportation history hung in the 
balance here today as the Ifterstate 
Commerce Commission began consid- 
eration of the Van Sweringen plans 
for consolidating five big roads into 
a single unified system. 

It is a “billion dollar” proposition. 

Billion Dollars Invoived. 

The properties involved contain 
more than 16,000 miles of tracks and 
sidings, and embrace the Drie, the 
Chesapeake and Ohio, the Nickel 
Plate, the Hocking Valley and the 
Pere Marquette, operating in ten 
states. The total estimate of invest- 
ment in these properties is $1,081,- 
000,000. t 

The commission was confronted at 
the outset with a demand from minor- 
ity stockholders:in the C. & O. that 
the proceedings, be continued until 
the chancery court at Richmond pass- 
es on the legality of the merger. 
Thomas B. Gay, their attorney, pre- 
sented his argument today and was 
followed by W. A. Colston, attorney 
for the Van Sweringen brothers. 

Cal’s Commiesioner R. R. Director. 

Sitting with the commission for the 
first time was Thomas F. Woodlock, 
whose nomination the senate twice re- 
fused to confirm, He is a former di- 
rector in the Pere Marquette. At the 
time of his nomination the commis- 
sion was understood to be split five 
to five on the proposed merger. It is 
well known in Washington that Coo- 
lidge insisted on appointing Woodlock 
because of his interest in merging the 
railroads.

PLAN CHARGE OF 
MURDER AGAINST 
KLAN EX-DRAGON 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 15.— 
With the report of pathologists indi- 
cating death was,due to mercurial 
poisoning, an official inquest was to 
be conducted today by Coroner Paul 
Ff. Robinson into the death of Miss 
Madge Oberholtzer, 28, victim of an 
alleged criminal attack charged in five 
indictments to D. ©. Stephenson, for- 
mer Indiana ku klux klan. leader. 

The outcome of the .coroner’s in- 
quest will determine whether or not 
the grand jury will be asked to indict 
Stephenson on more serious charges, 
according to County Prosecutor Remy. 
While the poison said to have caused 
Miss Oberholtzer’s death was self-ad- 
ministered, the prosecutor was consid- 
ering filing charges of murder, acces- 
sory before the fact and accessory 
after the fact. 

Should a murder charge be filed it 
will be based on Stephenson's alleged 
refusal of medical aid to the girl, the 
prosecution announced. 

Stephenson was silent on Miss Ober. 
holtzer’s death. Both the defendant 
and his counsel refused to comment 
when officially informed by the county 
prosecutor’s office that she had died.

But 2,500 Men May 
Strike May 31 


Structural iron jobs involving $50,- 
000,000 worth of contracts in Chicago, 
among them the addition to the Mor- 
rison hotel, the new Palmer House 
and the Bismarck block, may be tied 
up on May 31 by a strike of the 2,500 
members of the Iron Workers’ union 
for a raise in pay of 25 cents an hour. 

The open shop Iron League has been 
stalling negotations along from month 
to month, and altho the union has been 
seeking a new wage scale for a year 
or so, the Iron League hung back. 
Now it is trying to evade any increase 
by saying that the agreement which 
will expire May 31, provides that the 
present scale would remain effective

SOVIET ENVOY 
PROTESTS WHITES 
IN CHANG'S ARMY 


Sino-Russian Treaty 


Claimed Violated 


PEKIN, China, April 15.—Recruit- 
ment of Russian white guards into the 
armies of Chang-Tsao-Lin, Manchurian 
war lord, was the subject of a protest 
lodged today with the Chinese gov- 
ernment by L. Karakhan, Soviet am- 
bassador to China. 

In support of his protest, Karakhan 
cites a clause of the Sino-Russidn 
agreement of last year, providing for 
the liquidation of the czarist forces 
in the Chinese armies. He demands 
the immediate dismissal of the white 
detachments, asserting that failure to 
carry out the provisions of the treaty 
cannot be otherwise interpreted by 
Russia except as a case of bad faith, 
and a policy likely to render abortive 
a future conference. 

Capitalist interests in China are ac- 
tive in trying to create difficulties in 
the relations between Pekin and 
Moscow.

BERLIN, April 15.—The Interna- 
tional Artists’ Lodge, German vaude- 
ville performers, are fighting the 
discrimination of the managers’ 
association, which is attempting to 
nullify the favorable contract won 
by the union at the end of 1924.

SCHOOL SALARY — 
RECOMMENDATION 
TO 60 T0 BOARD 


McAndrew Takes No 
Risks with New Trustees 


Rumors have it that Superintendent 
William McAndrew’s new salary 


schedule is slated to come before the 
board of education meeting April 22, 
which means that it will be approved. 
For no McAndrew recommendation is 
permitted to be acted upon at a board 
meeting unless the trustees are sold 
on it. 

The reason for the rush was ex- 
plained to be due to «he short time 
left before the reorganization .of the 
board on May 1. McAndrew has these 
trustees securely stuffed in his pockets 
—figuratively speaking. He is ‘not 
sure of the seven new trustees. 

It is also rumored that McAndrew 
has lost no time in letting his scheme 
grow cold. It is said that he called 
25 principals to his office and gave 
them a few pointers how to,talk up 
the measure. He told them not to be 
bashful, but to go and visit the mem- 
bers on the board individually and 
show them that they are for the in- 
crease. He told them this was neces- 
sary to convince the wavering mem- 
bers on the board that the “teachers” 
were for it. 

It looks like the money for the im- 
mediate increase which the principals 
are to get right away will come from 
increasing the tax rate for educational 
purposes. The board can by refer- 
endum ask for an increase of $1.00, 
or any part of a dollar, over the 
present levy which $1.92. 

As has been pointed out on several 
occasions the deficit in the school 
treasury climbs this year $4,000,000 
ind totals $20,000,000. To meet the 
new scale $1,300,000 will be required 
he first year. Unless this amount can 
saved the budget deficit would 
jump to more than $5,000,000 for the 
year. Perpetuation of the increase 
means $3,000,000 the second year, in- 
creasing to $8,000,000 by the eighth

“Ilya Mourometz,” the third sym- 
phony of Reinhold Moritzovich Gliere,

last Friday and Saturday. To phrase 
this writer’s opinion of the symphony 
quite mildly it is the greatest piece 
of music in . phonic proportions 
ever conceivéd ae mind of man, 
| bar none: 


7! The. work . nie: of four tone pic- 
tures describ renés in the Russian 
epic of Ilya Mourometz, In the story 
of Ilya everythifig. is massive, moun- 
tainous, planet bized. And Gliere’s 
music is also plant sized. At the end 
of the last movement, when Ilya 
Mourometz is turned from a giant of 
flesh to a statue's f stone occurs prob- 
ably the biggest? ‘host hair-raising cli- 
max in music. It is a climax that has 
the effect on the listener of over- 
exhausting physical exertion, leaving 
him weak and trying to recuperate. 


Great and maryelous as the work is 
in and for itself, it is also great in 
its significance in the history of mu- 
sic. For it seemg to the writer that 
“Ilya Mourometz” represents both the 
climax and the end of that period of 
Russian music that can be called 
the nationalist era. It began with 
Michael Glinka in the 1840’s, it was in 
its heyday in the eighties when Boro- 
din and Musorgski and Rimski-Korsa- 
kov were alive and creating, it ended 
with Gliere’s third symphony in 1912. 
True there are members of the nation- 
alist school still alive, but the two 
greatest of them, Ippolitov-Ivanov and 
Glazunov, are pretty old men, and Gla- 
zunov never really was one of the 
group anyway. 

Rimski-Korsakov's 
ter” overture opened the program. It 
is the sort of. charming, beautiful 
thing one expects from Korsakov, 
with some novel effects in the per- 
cussion instruments taking a promi- 
nent place. 


The program ‘wound up with the 
customary Easter time excerpts from 
“Parsifal,” which, lovely as they are, 
got no attention from me because 
| they followed too’ close on the heels 
‘of the petrification of Ilya. Mr. Stock 
puts Max Wintrich and his tubular 
bells up inside of the organ pipes to 
the left of the stage for this, and 
when the “Parsifai” music great bell 
motive, comes thundering out of the 
unseen, it always gets the audience. 
‘Proving that Frederick Stock is ‘a 
good showman as well as a superb 
musician. 

This was probably the most diffi- 
cult program of the year for the or- 
chestra, even taking into account the 
one on which they played Stravinski’s 
“Rite of Spring.” They. did it with 
customary perfection, and it was lis- 
tened to without a cough, proving that 
they sold it as well.

Militia Bands Scab 


on Musicians’ Union 


CHICAGO—(FP)— Competition on 
an unfair basis of the national guard 
regimental bands with union music- 
fans will bean important issue before 
the annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians, accord- 
ing to Secy. B. A. Benkert of Local 
10, Chicago. The convention opens 
in Niagara Falls, N. Y., for a 6-day 
session on May 11. 

“The most obviously unfair factor 
in the militia bands,” Benkert says, 
“is that the charge for their music is 
included by the national guard when 
it rents out its armories for dances 
and other occasions. If people engage 
a union band for their events they 
get no reduction from the armory man: 
agement but have to pay the full rent 
al. The effect is that many people 
accept the nonunion music because 
they have to pay for it anyhow.” 
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France's Frenzied. Finance 


The lid is off in France and the resulting odor is 
anything but pleasant to the raling class. 

The Bank of France has been doing a little coun- 
terfeiting, it seems. A mere trifle of 2,000,000,000 
francs over the legal limit has been issued and 
without the legalizing of its action the currency 
is just so much waste paper. The director of the 
institution threatens to close up shop unless the 
yovernment stands back of him. It appears that 
the committee which acts in a supervisory capacity 
refused to sign the bank’s statement unless the 
excess circulation was admitted, but with the aid 
of Herriot the matter was patched up. It was un- 
derstood that the premier would issue a decree 
legalizing the inflation, but his advisers informed 
him that this procedure was illegal. Before a vote 
of the chamber on the question could be secured 
the Herriot cabinet fell. 

Uniess the 2,000,000,000 frances worth of paper 
are given some sort of a legal camouflage before 
the regular statement of the bank is due on Tkars- 
day, French exchange will take a bad tumble. 

The entire affair, which would never have seen 
the light of day had it not been for the cabinet 
crisis, is illuminating as showing the thin ice on 
which supposedly powerful goverfiments are skat- 
ing in these parlous times. 

Coupled with the sensation that the disclosures 
have made is the anxiety due to the uncertain re- 
sult of the German elections. It is felt that the 
position of France as the dominant power in con- 
tinental Europe has been seriously weakened by 
the exposure of the basic weakness of her finances 
and that the German government whether mon- 
archist or republican, will be encouraged to make 
new demands. 

Even among the allied governments, nominally 
with France against Germany, there is to be heard 
a note of satisfaction over the ridiculous position 
in which the bully of Europe is placed. 

The House of Morgan is greatly pleased. It feels 
sure that the French government will have to ac- 
cept any terms it cares to make for the new 
financing necessary to save the franc pending re- 
turns from any taxation measures that will have 
to be introduced. It looks as tho French hegemony 
in Europe is definitely on the wane. 

With the French government in pawn to the 
House of Morgan it will be able to continue its | 
support of vassal states and the plundering of 
Germany only insofar as this fits in with the plans 
of American imperialism for world control.

The decrease af, a most a half million tons in the 


unfilled orders of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion last month, the drop in the price of wheat, con- 
tinuing depression in the coal industry, a falling 
off in car loadings, all point to the shaky founda- 
tion on which American “prosperity” is built. 

Production is far, far in advance of domestic 
consumption and the standardization of industrial 
processes. brings ever increasing numbers of 
recruits into the permanent army of unemployed 
thus narrowing the domestic market. 

The outstanding feature of the present period 
in the United States is the frenzied attempt of the 
capitalists to increase the domestic market. Ad- 
vertising schemes on an enormous scale, special 
deferred payment plans for selling everything from 
automobiles to perfumery, “own your home cam- 
paigns” that tie the gullible investor to the mort- 
gage shark for the rest of his life, changes in styles 
of wearing apparel as sudden as changes in the 
weather, great public and semi-public improvement 
projects, every one of these phenomena have for 
their purpose the extension of the market for the 
flood of commodities that American industry turns 
out. 

The official American labor movement is living 
in a fool’s paradise. Its attitude toward Amer- 
ican industrial and political life is that of the 
middle class. It talks glibly of “good times” and 

“high wages” and it refuses to see that rising 
prices and the extension of the power of the cap- 
italist state lowers the standard of living, reduces 
the bargaining power of the workers and puts them 
ut the mercy of the capitalists the moment the in- 
evitable industrial depression strikes. 

This dream of permanent prosperity is about to 
be rudely shattered. The signs of a sharp curtail- 
ment in industrial activity are here. 


Morgan and Mussolini ~ 

Thomas W. Lamont, of the House of Morgan, 
spent the Easter holidays in Rome. But he did 
not waste his time visiting the catacombs or the 
ancient spot where the early christians once 
tempted the palates of hungry lions. 

Morgan’s ambassador to fascist Ttaly spent his 
time in conference with Mussolini, Finance Min- 
ister De Stefani and Minister of the Interior 
Federoni. What did they talk about? 

The conferees are silent. But a news dispatch 
that reads as if it were inspired, informs us that 
Lamont’s purpose was to learn the facts regarding 
[taly’s finances, the labor situation and the pros- 
pects of. Italy’s economic future. 

Morgan is already the official receiver for Ger- 
many.,He has his foot well inside the French door 
and it. is,.more than possible that the king of Italy 
has not. his headquarters in the Quirinal, but in 
Wall Street. 

The recent strike in the heart of industrial Italy 
caused as much uneasiness at 100 Broad street, 
New York, as it did in Mussolini’s office. Is the 
fascist regime about to topple? Morgan wantg to 
be on. the-safe side, so he sent one of his best men 
to look oyer the situation. 

Morgan may decide to put his millions behind 
Mussolini and his fascist cutthroats or he may 
decide that the socialists can serve his purpose 
better, He is paying the piper. It.is up to him 
to call the tune. Italy is today a dependency of 
|'Wall Street. The iron battalions of Italy stood 
back the Austrian legions on the Piave, but the iron 
dollars of Wall Street were busy back of the lines 
putting an iron collar around the necks of the 
[talian bourgeoisie. And behind the iron dollars 
of Wall Street stand, the army and navy of the 
United States.

The leftists 
on the other hand, think it possible 
to overthrow fascism by a frontal at- 
tack. 

Bordiga is doctrinaire and is unable 
to adapt the elastic Leninist dialec- 
tics to the given concrete situation.
